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Skyscraper culture, urban life, and symbolism 


“No building type has the power to capture 
the imagination like the skyscraper,” notes 


New York City architect Eric Héw 
“With its origins in New York and Chicago, 
the skyscraper has evolved into a global phe- 
nomenon. 


Héweler, the author of Skyscraper, Vertical 
Now and, with J. Meejin Yoon, 1001 
Skyscrapers, inaugurates the new season of 
the BSA Lecture Series at the Boston Public 
Library this month on September 22 (both 
of Héweler's books are available from the 


BSA). 


After the attacks on the World Trade Center, 
Héweler notes, some critics asked if the age 
of the skyscraper might be over; he believes 
that the debate surrounding that tragedy 
and the need to rebuild has framed architec- 
ture as a vessel of collective memory, needs 


and aspirations. 


A former senior designer with Kohn 
Pedersen Fox and currently with Diller + 
Scofidio, Héweler has worked on the design 
of many skyscrapers and in the BSA lec- 
ture this month he explores the culture sur- 
rounding the skyscraper, its penetration into 
all aspects of urban life from utopian fan- 
tasies of the early modern movement, and 
its role in recent films and comic books as 
he raises issues of design, symbolism and 
sustainability. (The images at right are, top

The “new” ADAAG is examined 


In late July, the U.S, Access Board announced the 
release of its new ADA Accessibility Guidelines 
(ADAAG). 


On September 13 the BSA Access Committee hosts 
a special morning seminar (8:00-10:00 am) at the 
BSA to explore these new guidelines, which are the 
result of a decade-long review and update of the 
original guidelines published in 1991. Although not 
technically enforceable as ADA standards until for- 
mally adopted by other federal agencies such as the 
U.S. Department of Justice and the Department of 
Transportation, these guidelines are now the best 
source of design guidance for ADA compliance. 


This seminar is led by accessibility wizard Kathy 
Gips of the New England ADA Technical Assistance 
Center and Adaptive Environments. Gips will pro- 
vide highlights of the new guidelines and an over- 
view of when and how to use them during this peri- 
od between their publication in July and their adop- 
tion by federal agencies in the coming year.

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Environmental regulations and 
IAQ are examined 


In a three-part series of lunchtime seminars on 
September 15, October 6, and October 20 at the 
BSA, industry experts explore the impact of environ- 
mental regulations on indoor air quality. 


Massachusetts regulations concerning groundwater, 
soil, and indoor air quality have stopped many oth- 
erwise profitable projects from reaching completion. 
This seminar series is designed to provide design 
professionals and developers with the tools necessary 
to navigate the Massachusetts regulatory process and 
to understand the risks associated with contaminat- 
ed properties. 


The session on September 15 focuses on local, state 
and federal agencies — including the Department 

of Environmental Protection, the Environmental 
Protection Agency, and the Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs — which promulgate, oversee, 
and implement environmental regulations. The intent 
is to understand the role of each agency so you can 
navigate the system on time and on budget. 


The session on October 6 focuses on soil and ground- 
water risk assessment with an introduction to regula- 
tions and supporting risk analyses associated with soil 
and groundwater. We touch on the standard methods 
of addressing the contamination of soil and ground- 
water and explain the advantages and disadvantag- 

es of each approach. Special emphasis is placed on 
Massachusetts General Law 21-E, which applies to 
human, health, welfare, and environmental issues. 


The final session on October 20 addresses indoor air 
risk assessment and provides an introduction to the 
legislation applicable to this issue. We address build- 
ing systems (HVAC, etc.), mold, building materi- 

al off-gassing, radon, the vapor penetration from soil 
and groundwater contaminants and how to approach 
them. And once again we emphasize the applicability 
of Massachusetts General Law 21-E. 


This unique series has been developed and is co- 
sponsored by the BSA Committee on the Environ- 
ment and the Indoor Air Quality Committee. The 
workshop leader is Benjamin J. Marshall, president 
and CEO of Action Environmental, the Delaware- 
based environmental services group.

Forum explores architects’ 
accessibility responsibilities 


On September 29 the BSA Access Committee spon- 
sors another in its series of seminars on universal 
design issues. 


This month’s focus is on architects’ responsibilities 
and liabilities under the Americans with Disabilities 
Act (ADA) and the regulations of the Massachusetts 
Architectural Access Board (MAAB). 


The responsibilities differ under the federal and state 
standards. Regulations developed by the MAAB — 
and subsequently incorporated in the Massachusetts 
Building Code — are structured to increase acces- 
sibility to specific buildings. An architect therefore 
must be aware of the responsibilities flowing from 
the particular design parameters of the building code 
and also must be aware of the results of failure to 
comply. In addition, the MAAB oversees the mecha- 
nisms for variances and complaints; navigating these 
processes and understanding the thresholds and defi- 
nitions of compliance are of significance.

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Formaldehyde: what you don't 
know will hurt you 


On September 13 the BSA Indoor Quality 
Committee hosts a special lunch session on the dan- 
gers of formaldehyde in building insulation and the 
development of the formaldehyde-free acrylic binder. 


Many organizations, including the Environmental 
Protection Agency and the American Lung 
Association, suggest eliminating sources of pollu- 
tion as effective and cost-efficient means of reduc- 
ing indoor air pollution. Though formaldehyde, 

one of the more prevalent indoor air pollutants, is 
often found in building materials, paints and floor- 
ing, an increasing number of formaldehyde-free 
products is being introduced in the marketplace; 

the need for formaldehyde-free products is likely to 
become intensified since the International Agency 
for Research on Cancer recently declared for the first 
time that formaldehyde is “carcinogenic to humans”. 


The special presentation on September 13 is led by 
Joe Rafter and Mike Donnelly of Johns Manville 
who describe the importance of removing formal- 
dehyde from building insulation and describe the 
development of the formaldehyde-free acrylic bind- 
er, additional uses for the binder, and health con- 
cerns associated with loose airborne glass fibers. 
Johns Manville is a manufacturer of formaldehyde- 
free Fiberglas building insulation.

Smart-growth effort leads 
to new alliance 


The Civic Initiative for a Livable New England 

is the decade-old BSA effort to promote growth 
and development policies that offer antidotes to 
sprawl and instead direct growth to areas with exist- 
ing infrastructure. Led in recent years by Larissa 
Brown AICP and former BSA president David 
Dixon FAIA, the Civic Initiative in 2003 became a 
founding member of the new Massachusetts Smart 
Growth Alliance, a coalition of seven environmen- 
tal, housing and planning organizations — the 
Citizens Housing and Planning Association, the 
Conservation Law Foundation, the Environmental 
League of Massachusetts, the Fair Housing Center 
of Greater Boston, the Massachusetts Association 
of Community Development Corporations, the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council and, of course, 
the BSA itself. 


A few months ago the BSA hosted a special recep- 
tion for the Alliance’s first paid executive director, 
Kristina Egan, attended by local, state and federal 
officials as well as environmental, housing and plan- 
ning advocates. Egan is a Massachusetts native who 
recently spent five years leading a non-profit, state- 
wide coalition promoting transportation choices in 


California. 


The mission of the Alliance is to promote and help 
shape statewide policies that promote smart growth. 
This collaborative partnership strengthens signifi- 
cantly the impact we can have in this region. During 
the past two years, we have generated detailed 
Alliance policy positions on a number of com- 

plex and often controversial issues. Alliance mem- 
bers have met with elected and appointed state offi- 
cials and provided written and oral testimony on a 


variety of issues including the preservation of open- 
space funding, economic incentives legislation, trans- 
portation project-selection criteria, zoning reform, 
affordable housing and criteria for discretionary state 
spending and capital spending. Among the Alliance's 
high-priority issues for the coming year are refine- 
ment of state smart-growth initiatives and legislation 
and the development of incentive-based approaches 
to zoning reform. 


The Alliance is focused on smart-growth poli- 

cies at the state level and it is therefore impor- 

tant that we understand the smart-growth priori- 
ties of Massachusetts residents in all of the state’s 
diverse regions. We are now beginning a series of six 
“Regional Listening Sessions” to which we are invit- 
ing regional leaders, including members and allies 
throughout the state, to discuss local and region- 

al priorities for smart growth that could be addressed 
through state policy reform. What we learn in these 
session and in a parallel series of interviews with 
opinion leaders representing diverse interests will 
influence the activities and legislative campaigns ini- 


tiated by the Alliance.

The recent Democratic National Convention in 
Boston was remarkable for many reasons, one 

of which was the “greening” of the Fleet Center, 

the convention site. A collaboration among the 
DNC Committee, the City of Boston, Shawmut 
Design and Construction, and the Coalition for 
Environmentally Responsible Conventions was 
designed to ensure convention construction that had 
a minimal environmental impact. Modular designs, 
the use of low-toxicity building products, using stan- 
dard-size sheets of material, and using screws instead 
of nails were among the approaches used. 


One of the collaborators, greenGoat of Somerville, 
also worked with ReStore and with the Building 
Materials Reuse Center to ensure that building 
materials could be reused after the convention for 
Boston neighborhood renovation projects.

Local effort is a model 
for historic initiative 


In an agreement designed to reinforce the national 
design community's leadership in the area of build- 
ing enclosures, the AIA and the National Institute 
of Building Sciences’ (NIBS) Building Environment 
and Thermal Envelope Council (BETEC) recent- 

ly joined forces for an historic project. With this new 
agreement signed in May, the two groups manifested 
their shared belief in the need for greater professional 
collaboration and for a resurgence in the leadership 
role that architects should play in not only the art, 
but also the science, of building enclosure design. 


The immediate goal is to establish a network of 
building enclosure councils (BECs) in nine major 
cities. Philadelphia, Washington DC, New York, 
Dallas, Chicago, St. Louis, San Francisco and 
Seattle are all slated to create BECs similar to the 
BEC already active in Boston. The BSA’s Building 
Envelope Committee, founded in the mid-1990s by 
Richard Keleher AIA (the technical wizard at The 
Stubbins Associates), was the model for this initiative 
and is now called the Building Enclosure Council/ 
Boston (for more information, visit www. bec-boston. 
org). Each BEC will operate independently within 
each city as well as in association with sister BECs. 
The BECs: 


&. are forums for those with an interest in the enclo- 
sure (envelope) of buildings and related building sci- 
ences to address relevant information and issues; 


& generate science-based data and knowledge 
regarding the performance of building enclosures; 


& provide venues for open discussion to facilitate 
education, training and the exchange of information 
about local and national issues (for example, relevant 
weather conditions in potential project areas); 


& initiate and promote cross-disciplinary dialogue 
among designers, consultants, educators, manufac- 
turers, suppliers, building operators, developers and 
other industry professionals; and 


& explore improvements in a number of indus- 
try processes including inspection, approvals, regula 
tions, and standards.

This unique partnership was initiated by BSA activ- 
ist Wagdy Anis AIA, a Shepley Bulfinch Richardson 
and Abbott principal who is a BETEC board mem- 
ber and chair of the ad hoc committee that devel- 
oped this collaboration, and Penn State structur- 

al engineer/educator Dr. Eric Burnett, chair of the 
BETEC Board of Directors. Anis has also recently 
been named the NIBS “ambassador” to help estab- 
lish the national network of BECs.

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BSA awards $65,000 in 
research grants 


In a first-time program initiated this year, the BSA 
has awarded nine grants totalling $65,000 to indi- 
viduals who submitted a variety of research propos- 
als. The program was created by BSA president Brian 
Healy AIA in response to the need for access to a 
comprehensive national knowledge base by architec- 
ture practitioners and educators. 


In this first year of this annual program, the BSA 
solicited proposals for projects that focused on 
“design as research” encouraging “inquiry not 

only on specific research topics but also on how 
design itself (the design process and the results of 
design) constitutes research as well”. This defini- 
tion of design, developed by Healy in collabora- 
tion with former BSA board member Carol Burns 
AIA, encompasses the “full ranges of issues inherent 
in architecture from the materials and technologies 
that shape physical form to the abstraction of ideas 
supporting theoretical projects and draws upon the 
social, economic, and political dimensions that shape 
program and process from the historical past, the 
current moment, or as futuristic projections.” 


Nearly 50 proposals were received from practitioners 
and educators, The names and affiliations or loca- 
tions of this year’s grant recipients and the titles and 
brief summaries of the research projects for which 
the BSA is providing full or partial financial support 
include the following:

Invariably, we head off for vacation with a stack of 
books. Summer reading is about as close to a tradi- 
tion as we have in the secular world (besides watch- 
ing baseball, of course). Once we have freed our- 
selves from the demands of professional journals, 
newspapers, general-interest magazines by the thou- 
sands, daily reports and memos and the onslaught of 
e-mails and web pages, our minds should be able to 
savor that rarest of delights: Pleasure reading. 


But does anyone still read for pleasure? Aside from 
the aforementioned obligatory reading and discount- 
ing business publications, self- 


help and how-to books, cook- ond ta 
books and manuals, does any- © 2 
one sit down in a comfort- = © 
able chair with a book to read 

for the simple enjoyment of “aig » 


it? Has our multi-tasking and 
attention-splitting lifestyle 
made it impossible for us to enjoy the quiet focus of 
intellectual engagement? Or can we now see reading 
as an act of defiance? Damn the televisions — turn 
the pages slowly! 


Our selection of elective reading material says a lot 
about who we are. Those of us entirely consumed 

by architecture may take Kenneth Frampton or 
Christian Noreberg-Schulz to the beach. The termi- 
nally intellectual may read Michel Foucault or Noam 
Chomsky for their linguistic density. For those who 
see fiction as a window on our times, Don DeLillo 
and David Foster Wallace are current favorites, 

but do they really stand up to the likes of Thomas 
Pynchon, Gabriel Garcia Marquez or Henry Miller? 


A good story always makes for good vacation read- 
ing. Eric Larson's The Devil in the White City 
(although a little gory in parts) should be a favor- 
ite for architects. Tracy Chevalier’s Girl With A Pearl 
Earring is engaging and well-written. And for the 
true lover of that special beauty found only in bril- 
liant prose, Wallace Stegner and M. F. K. Fisher are 
still standard-setters. 


Ultimately, reading is about allowing one’s self to 

be intellectually influenced. The test of a good 
book is in the mark it leaves on your consciousness. 
Biomimicry by Janine Benyus has changed the way 
many of us see the world, opening our eyes to the 
natural systems that contain clues to a more sustain- 
able society. 


Our question this month is: Does anyone still read 
for pleasure? Have you read anything lately — fic- 
tion or not — that has influenced your thinking?

Building product ban urged

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State proposes new school-funding authority 


For more than 50 years, Massachusetts school design 
and construction have been funded through the 
School Building Assistance (SBA) program adminis- 
tered by the state Department of Education. It now 
appears that a new independent state authority to 
fund the building of Massachusetts K-12 schools is 


on the horizon. 


Final legislation creating a new Massachusetts 
School Building Authority has been overwhelming- 
ly approved by both houses of the state legislature 
and was on its way to the Governor's desk as we go 
to press in early August. The new plan for funding 
schools has a number of positive features, including 
a dedicated revenue stream that allows communities 
to anticipate the amount of school construction that 
will be funded on an annual basis. 


State Treasurer Timothy Cahill met in July with the 
BSA Legislative Affairs and Educational Facilities 
Committees to talk about implementing the plan, 
assuming its approval by the Governor. Treasurer 
Cahill is largely responsible for putting together the 
plan approved by the legislature and is designated as 
chairman of the new authority under that plan. 


The BSA meeting with the Treasurer is the latest in 
a succession of efforts by the Legislative Affairs and 
Educational Facilities Committees to help shape 
the new direction of school building assistance. The 
Educational Facilities Committee has been actively 
involved with SBA for many years and these efforts 
escalated dramatically after the legislature imposed 
a moratorium on acceptance of new SBA funding 
applications in mid-2003. 


The ongoing campaign has included letters to leg- 
islators, preparation and dissemination of posi- 
tion papers, meetings with key legislators and state 
officials, and testimony before legislative com- 
mittees. Much of this has been a collaborative 
effort among several BSA committees and in con- 
junction with an alliance of concerned organiza- 
tions that includes the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association, the Massachusetts Association of School 
Superintendents, the Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees and others. 


The legislation creating the School Building 
Authority has the following provisions: 


A It creates a new Massachusetts School Building 
Authority with the power to issue school con- 
struction grants and sell bonds. This authority will 
immediately take over all of the current obligations 
and responsibilities of its predecessor, the School 
Building Assistance program. 


& The Authority will administer a fund known 
as the Massachusetts School Modernization and 


Reconstruction Trust Fund. The Trust will be fund- 
ed by dedicating one penny of sales tax revenues, 
which will phase in starting at 70% in FY2006 and 
growing to 100% of the dedicated sales tax revenue 
amount by FY2011. 


A The Authority will have seven members: 

the State Treasurer (as chair), the Secretary of 
Administration and Finance, the Commissioner 

of Education, and four members appointed by the 
chair, two of whom “shall have practical experience 
in educational facilities planning, school building 
construction, or architecture and school design” and 
two who are educators. 


A Reimbursement percentages will be established 
by a formula similar to that used now but reim- 
bursement rates will be reduced by approximately 10 
points effective in August 2005. Grants will range 
between 40% and 80% of approved project costs. 


A The approach to providing school reimburse- 
ment will change. In the past, grants have been a 
percentage of principal and interest, payable over a 
term (typically 20 years) in equal payments. Under 
the new program, the Authority will issue a grant as 
an immediate lump-sum payment, representing the 
state’s percentage share of approved project cost only, 
with no reimbursement for interest. This approach 
should greatly ease the process of winning municipal 
funding approval since cities and towns will hence- 
forth need only to vote to borrow the municipal 
share of project costs, and not the entire project cost 
— and also, in most cases, to vote to exclude this 
indebtedness from the municipality's long-standing 
proposition-imposed debt limit. 


A Projects that are already receiving their grants as 
annual payments will continue to receive such annu- 
al payments. Projects on the waiting list that have 
not yet borrowed will probably receive lump-sum 
grants for project costs only, without interest. 


A There is some ambiguity as to how projects on 
the waiting list that have already borrowed will be 
funded. However, there is an indication that the 
state intends to reimburse communities for the state's 
share of interest in those cases in which communi- 
ties have borrowed the full amount. The Treasurer 
has indicated that these cases will be considered indi- 
vidually. 


A The funding of projects currently on the waiting 
list will start in FY2005 and is expected to reach all 
projects on the list by FY2008. 


A The moratorium on grant applications remains 
in place and no new applications will be accepted 

before July 1, 2007. However, the law clearly pro- 
vides that projects may proceed to borrow or build 
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prior to that date without jeopardizing their even- 
tual eligibility for funding. Projects that begin con- 
struction prior to that date may submit applications 
after July 1, 2007. Those projects will be evaluat- 
ed for eligibility and, if approved, grants awarded 
according to the regulations and criteria in effect at 
the time of application. The only differentiating fac- 
tor here is that, for projects that proceed into con- 
struction between July 1, 2004 and June 30, 2006, 
the grant evaluation process “may consider allowable 
costs standards and other pertinent Department of 
Education regulations in effect on June 30, 2004”. 


The final content of the bill clearly reflects the 
effectiveness of BSA efforts to influence its form. 
This is particularly clear in the language establish- 
ing requirements for the appointed members of the 
Authority and in the language allowing school proj- 
ects to proceed into construction without jeopardiz- 
ing their funding eligibility, two areas in which we 
have worked hard to be heard.

School design is the focus

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Construction reform: 
it's the law! 


On July 19 Massachusetts Lieutenant-Governor 
Kerry Healey signed the much-awaited and widely 
supported construction reform bill into law; it is the 
most significant public construction-reform package 
in 25 years. It streamlines the process, saves tax dol- 
lars, and will prevent unnecessary delays in construc- 
tion projects. 


The key elements of the law, detailed in last month's 
ChapterLetter, include state certification of subcon- 
tractors as well as contractors, a mandate for pub- 
lic agencies and municipalities to hire project manag- 
ers for projects valued at over $1.5 million, required 
pre-qualification of general contractors and subcon- 
tractors on projects valued at $10 million or more, 
permissible use of the construction-management-at- 
risk project-delivery method on projects costing $5 
million or more, permissible use of the design/build 
project-delivery method for horizontal projects val- 
ued at $5 million or more, codification of partici- 
pation goals for minority- and women-owned busi- 
nesses on state projects and state-assisted projects, 
increased thresholds for public bidding laws, elim- 
ination of peer-review requirements and applica- 
tion of uniform designer-selection processes at the 
municipal level, and removal of an exemption for 
two building authorities responsible for construction 
at the University of Massachusetts and other pub- 
lic colleges, a provision that many believe will make 
it more expensive to build on state campuses but 
would cut overall costs and improve the state’s public 
buildings significandly. 


Development and passage of this legislation has 
been in process for about two years and has been an 
effort marked by extraordinary collaboration among 
contractors, subcontractors, design professionals, 
and public officials. The effort was led by a Special 
Commission on Public Construction Reform, a 19- 
member commission whose membership includ- 

ed AIA-Massachusetts/BSA Legislative Affairs 
Committee co-chair Russ Feldman AIA, Feldman’s 
extraordinary commitment of time to this effort 
over many months was augmented by the work of 
our legislative advisors, former state senator George 
Bachrach and Paul Pezzella.

Fees, fears and the future 


“...[In] any economy, the basic tenets of negotiating appropri- 
ate fees remain the same. You must illustrate value, convey how 
your firm differs from the competition, explain the scope of ser- 
vices and effort required, and discuss the benefits your clients will 
realize. While a design professional's first inclination in a buy- 
ers’ market might be to lower fees, this is only one of several strat- 
egies available for competing in a tough economy. Unless your 
firm has substantial cash reserves or finds ways of delivering its 
services less expensively, lowering fees is short-sighted and may 
place your firm in a precarious financial position...Instead, illus- 
trate ways of lowering construction and operational costs, mak- 
ing buildings more efficient, specifying less costly materials, expe- 
diting agency reviews or otherwise achieving clients’ objectives. If 
a prospective client still compares your fees to those of less expen- 
sive firms, try this strategy. First, acknowledge to the prospective 
client that, yes, there are less expensive [design professionals} will- 
ing to take commissions with low fees. Then convey that your 
firm has made a deliberate choice not to compete based on price. 
Tell {clients} that ro do so would prevent you from providing the 
depth and quality of services that are in your clients’ best inter- 
est. Further, explain thar matching some of your competitors’ low 
fees would keep your firm from retaining the brightest and most 
creative [designers] or providing the level of quality control upon 
which your firm built its reputation. Once prospects understand 
these reasons, most will reconsider basing their selection primarily 
on price. And consistently reiterating your choice not to compete 
based on price could reinforce your firm's image as a leading [pro- 
vider of high-quality service]...clients gain more respect for design 
professionals who are diligent in their negotiations than those 
who are too quick to accept clients’ proposals [and designers] who 
lack confidence make more concessions negotiating with them- 
selves than with the other party.” — excerpted from Negotiating 
Strategies, a national newsletter (www.strogoftconsulting.com) 


“A perpetual fear among A/E firm principals is that rais- 

ing your fee above the norm is the fastest way to price yourself 
out of the market. Not so, contends Ted Garrison..., president 

of Garrison Associates, a consultant to the design and construc- 
tion industry. ‘If you are letting the competition set your fee, you 
are doomed because there are too many poor business people out 
there’ he argues. He cites a Delaware contractor who has a sign 
‘on his trucks announcing that he is the most expensive contrac- 
tor in the area...and has more work than he can handle...Garrison 
has diagnosed the real cause of low profit margins: A/Es compet- 
ing on price, not uniqueness. Instead, he urges, A/Es ‘must learn 
to compete on value."...Garrison reports that 17% of clients care 
only about value — ‘they simply want the best’. Another 27% 
care only about price, ‘So why should you worry about them — 
they don't worry about you,” he asks. “They are never loyal to the 
designer — they are only loyal to their price.’ Send them to your 
competitors... That leaves 56% of clients you should focus on. 
Those are the clients who care about both value and price. “They 
buy based on price only when they can't differentiate between two 
designers,’ argues Garrison. Many A/E firms have trouble honest- 
ly differentiating themselves from their competitors, using in their 
brochures and promotional materials such catchphrases as ‘seeking 
excellence,’ ‘superior cost and schedule control’ — phrases used 
by every firm in marketing. If firms can’t tell themselves apart, 
how can clients?” — excerpted from Principal's Report, a national

“] once worked on a project in Tunisia where the client insisted 
that I take a trip all through the country so I could understand 
the culture. Somehow when we work in foreign countries we are 
much more willing to look actively at the culture than we are 
right here, where we think we know the culture and we don't pay 
attention to what other people think.”

It presents no vision 
for the future of the profession and offers little enthusiasm for a 
widespread improvement of the built environment. Interns need 

a program that matches their ambition, optimism, and vision, not 
one that assumes as one of its main objectives the documentation 
of the types of experiences that often depress the intern’s zeal...” 
(Christopher Yost, NYC) 


“I graduated from a professional degree program in 1996 and 
began working construction...in order to get some experience 
building rather than drawing...Lack of on-site experience is 
probably the single largest source of frustration for young 
architects, and it is understandably time-consuming and initial- 
ly unproductive for employers to provide that experience. From 
my discussions with students and interns (and a few construction 
managers), most young architects’ on-site experience consists of 
filling out punch lists and inspecting work that has already been 
completed. These experiences are simply snapshots of a complex 
process at the completion of particular stages of development, 
and as such they are inadequate. While we architects like to think 
of ourselves as builders, the fact is that other people build ‘our’ 
buildings. My brief construction experience has been additional- 
ly valuable insofar as I have interacted with real builders, learning 
about their trades, the culture of the job site, and their previous

“Recent events have played into the hands of those who believe 
that architecture has lost its way and become — in some cases 
fatally — too fancy for its own good...sober-minded skeptics 
{have accused] the profession of abandoning its original purpose 
— holding up a roof and keeping out the weather — in favor 

of reckless and phantasmagorical aesthetic effects, best exem- 
plified by the wavy titanium surfaces of Frank Gehry’s Bilbao 
Guggenheim or the angled walls of Mr. Koolhaas’ new Central 
Library in Seattle... The skeptics are certainly right in one regard: 
the last decade has witnessed a sharp rise in the number of build- 
ings whose design seems motivated not primarily by any function- 
al goal but by a desire to enhance the status of the cities or coun- 
tries that have commissioned them. But to imply that this strays 
from architecture's historical goals is to deny history...We tend to 
believe that works of art should avoid idealizing anyone or any- 
thing...buildings should speak of people as they really are, rather 
than as they hope to be. But this a fairly recent idea, the language 
of the form-follows-function modernism of the mid-20th centu- 
ry. Rather the new high-status buildings have tradition on their 
side...To defend many works of recent architecture, one could 
therefore argue that they are rather nobly trying to change the 
way we perceive certain places and cities and forms of travel. They 
are attempting to present a glorified image of Bilbao or Seattle or 
Athens — an image thar places the stress on all the most attrac- 
tive sides of these places. Even if we don't always approve of their 
appearance, we should at least be sympathetic to the ambitions 
behind their constructions. They represent attempts to lend digni- 
ty to their surroundings, and that — assuming the ceiling doesn't 
cave in — may be one of the most serious and traditional func-
